The  first  Symposium  of  the  1947-1948 
Committee  on  Adult  Education,  will  be 
held  on  Monday  evening,  November  3rd, 
in  the  Vestry  of  the  Synagogue  at  8:30 
p.m.  This  meeting  will  have  as  its  theme, 
“Shall  the  Jewish  Woman  be  Religious¬ 
ly  Enfranchised?” 

The  Adult  Education  Committee, 
through  its  Symposia,  attempts  to  bring 
vital  issues  of  the  day  to  the  Congrega¬ 
tion.  The  problem  of  the  Jewish  woman 
in  Synagogue  life  is  being  discussed 
more  frequently.  The  question  of  count¬ 
ing  women  in  a  Minyan ;  calling  them 
to  the  Torah  on  special  occasions,  such 
as  Simhath  Torah ;  or  electing  them  to 
important  positions,  such  as  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  are  of  vital  importance  to 
the  Congregation’s  members. 

As  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past, 
the  discussion  leaders  will  be  members 
of  the  Synagogue.  The  various  aspects 
of  the  topic  will  be  presented  by  Mr.  I. 
B.  Oseas,  Mrs.  Frances  Piper  and  Prof. 
Bertha  Gold.  The  moderator  for  the 
evening  will  be  Mr.  Harold  Levin. 

The  Symposium  Committee  of  the 
Adult  Education  Committee  consists  of 
Mrs.  W.  Wyler  and  Mrs.  W.  Karmiol. 
All  members  of  the  Synagogue  and  their 
friends  are  invited  to  attend  this  discus¬ 
sion  and  take  part  in  what  promises  to 
be  one  of  the  most  provocative  evenings 
so  far  afforded.  The  Committee  also 
welcomes  suggestions  for  further  sym¬ 
posia.

Form  New  Youth  Group;

An  innovation  in  Junior  Congrega¬ 
tion  procedure  for  the  coming  year  has 
been  announced  by  Sanford  Hahn,  its 
adviser.  This  is  the  formation  of  the 
Bachurim  (youth)  Group,  which  will  in¬ 
clude  those  boys  and  girls  over  13  years 
of  age.  They  will  meet  for  discussions  of 
religious  matters  on  Saturday  mornings 
from  ten  to  eleven  o’clock.  Plans  are  also 
being  made  for  them  to  visit  various 
)ther  synagogues  for  Sabbath  services 
,vith  Mr.  Richard  Hoffman,  who  will  as¬ 
sist  in  the  leadership  of  the  group. 

The  Junior  Congregation  Services  for 
those  under  13  years  of  age  will  begin 
at  eleven  o’clock.  At  this  time,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Bachurim  Group  will  join 
their  elders  in  the  Synagogue  Audi¬ 
torium  for  the  remainder  of  the  service. 
Miss  Muriel  Gold  will  serve  as  organist 
for  the  Junior  Congregation  during  the 
coming  year.  The  temporary  officers  of 
the  Bachurim  Group  will  be  Joan  Arn- 
stein  and  Jonathan  Steinberg,  Co-Chair¬ 
men,  and  Hannah  Salomon,  Secretary. 


A  flashback  on  the  Junior  High  Holy- 
day  Services  at  the  Jewish  Museum:  Did 
you  know  that  the  curator,  Dr.  Stephen 
Kayser,  not  only  decorated  the  rooms 
used  for  the  service  with  appropriate 
symbols,  but  also  delivered  the  Yom 
Kippur  sermon  in  which  he  praised  the 
behavior  and  earnestness  of  the  young 
people.  He  invited  them  to  make  the  mu¬ 
seum  a  frequent  stopping-in-place. 


At  present  Dr.  Eban’s  mission  in  this 
country  is  to  negotiate  with  the  various 
delegations  of  the  United  Nations,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Arabs,  to  present  the  Jewish 
position.  In  effect  Dr.  Eban  is  the  liai¬ 
son  officer  and  Director  of  Public  Rela¬ 
tions  of  the  Jewish  Agency. 

English-born  Mr.  Eban  is  a  brilliant 
linguist  and  scholar,  well  versed  in  the 
Hebrew  language.  He  became  a  lecturer 
in  Oriental  languages  after  graduating 
with  honors  from  Cambridge. 

During  the  war  he  served  with  the  In¬ 
telligence  Corps  of  the  British  Army,  at¬ 
taining  the  rank  of  Major.  When  the 
British  Government  established  a  school 
in  Oriental  studies  to  train  British  of¬ 
ficers,  he  was  appointed  to  the  teaching 
staff  as  Assistant  Principal.  His  experi¬ 
ences  in  the  Army  awakened  in  him  an 
interest  in  the  Zionist  cause.

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From  the  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Steinberg 

HPHE  program  for  1947-48,  now  being 
inaugurated  by  our  Synagogue  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Adult  Education,  contains  one 
new  departure  so  unusual  and  bold  but 
also  so  rich  in  promise  that  it  calls  for 
special  comment  and  interpretation.  I 
refer  to  the  projected  establishment  of  a 
chain  of  home  study  groups. 

This  new  device  does  not  supplant,  it 
supplements  the  procedures  previously 
employed. 

Thus,  the  Symposia  heretofore  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Committee  with  such  suc¬ 
cess  are  to  be  continued.  In  the  future 
as  in  the  past,  open  discussion  meetings 
will  be  called  for  free  give  and  take  de¬ 
bate  among  ourselves  over  current  is¬ 
sues  of  burning  moment  in  Jewish,  re¬ 
ligious  or  civic  affairs.  And  as  has  been 
our  further  custom,  such  meetings  will 
be  convoked  at  short  notice  so  that  the 
timeliness  of  the  theme  may  not  be  lost. 

In  the  same  fashion,  the  Committee 
continues  to  offer  a  series  of  Monday 
evening  popular  lecture  courses  on  a 
variety  of  topics,  by  a  variety  of  lec¬ 
turers,  to  stimulate  every  type  of  inter¬ 
est. 

The  new  and  very  radical  departure 
is  the  Home  Study  Groups.  Tinder  this 
plan,  any  group  of  from  seven  to  fifteen 
couples  may  organize  themselves  as  a 
Home  Study  Unit.  The  Committee  in 
turn  undertakes  to  furnish,  on  applica¬ 
tion  from  each  group,  a  qualified  in¬ 
structor  to  meet  with  the  group  in  the 
homes  of  its  members,  at  the  time  speci¬ 
fied  by  them,  for  the  systematic  discus¬ 
sion  of  any  theme  of  Jewish  or  religious 
import  which  the  group  may  select.

The  Sisterhood  on  last  Tuesday,  Oc¬ 
tober  21st,  opened  its  1947-1948  series 
“The  Road  to  Human  Dignity”  with  the 
first  lecture  on  “Zionism — A  Challenge 
to  You  presented  by  Rabbi  Arthur 
Lelyveld.  The  speaker  is  Associate  Direc¬ 
tor  of  B’nai  B’rith  Hillel  Foundation  but 
is  slated  soon  to  succeed  Dr.  A.  Sachar 
as  National  Director.  He  is  also  Nation¬ 
al  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Unity  for  Palestine  of  the  Z.O.A.  The 
topic,  as  he  presented  it,  proved  to  be 
very  stimulating  and  provocative  to  the 
Sisterhood  members  and  their  guests 
who  were  present. 

It  is  expected,  as  indicated  by  the  fine 
discussion  and  interest  which  has  started 
the  Sisterhood’s  1947-1948  season  that 
the  remainder  of  the  lectures  will  hit  a 
a  new  high  in  Sisterhood  programming.

day,  the  very  acquisition  of  Jewish 
knowledge  and  understanding  by  the  in¬ 
dividual  Jew  is,  of  and  by  itself,  a  con¬ 
tribution  to  Jewish  group  life. 

Group  life  cannot  be  preserved,  let 
alone  regenerated  by  intelligence  alone, 
but  it  certainly  cannot  be  redeemed 
without  it.  All  sorts  of  forces  impinge 
upon  the  Jewish  individual  and  the  Jew¬ 
ish  group,  some  stimulating  and  evoca¬ 
tive  of  Jewish  creativity,  others  disrup¬ 
tive  and  repressing.  In  the  midst  of  these 
forces  the  mind  of  the  individual  Jew 
is  not  the  only  factor  at  work,  but  it  is 
assuredly  one  among  many,  and  it  may 
be  as  it  has  been  so  often  in  the  past, 
the  decisive  factor. 

Only  if  Jews  know  their  heritage  can 
it  have  meaning  for  them.  Only  if  they 
understand  the  tangle  of  problems  in 
which  their  group  and  their  heritage  are 
involved,  can  they  move  purposefully 
toward  solutions.  And  only  out  of  sym¬ 
pathetic  insight  both  into  the  past  of 
Israel,  and  into  its  present  can  the  Jew¬ 
ish  soul  and  the  Jewish  community  be 
inspired  to  hopefulness  and  idealism  as 
to  the  Jewish  future.
